Retirement Pay For County 
Supervisors May Be Increased 


SACRAMENTO (UJD—A MU to in­ 
crease the retirement pay of county 
supervisors in 20 counties—including 
Marin—was under study today by 
the Assembly Municipal and County 
Government committee after nar­ 
rowly a void mg indefinite postpone­ 
ment 
The bill would allow county boards 
to authorise for any supervisors 
aged 68 with 16 years service, a re­ 
tirement allowance of 50 per cent 
of his average annual pay during 
the last three years in office*. 
AH 
Marin 
county 
supervisors 
would be eligibile for the retirement 
pay. But only board chairman Wil­ 
liam Fusselman, in his 11th year 
of service, and James Kehoe, who 
has been on the board two years 
longer, art anywhere near eligible 
for retirement. 


At present the monthly salary of 
the board members is $200, although 
a bill now before the legislature 
would Increase this to $250. 
In order to qualify, supervisors 
must be members of the County Re­ 
tirement Association. In Marin, all 
county employees belong to the as­ 
sociation. 
The proposed law, if passed by the 
legislature, would not become ef­ 
fective unless accepted also by vote 
of the board of supervisors, then 
would go into effect one month 
after such approval.

Sausalito Council Bickering 
ust Not Harm County Too 
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Bickering in Sausalito city council is spilling 
out of the city and beginning to involve county 
areas and residents, A situation which is not 
good for the dtv itself, must not be allowed to 
spread to the detriment of the county also. 
Recent disagreements on the council, some 
of which appear to be based on personalities 
rather than matters of fact, involve both com­ 
muters and undeveloped areas in the city and 
outside. 
The commuters are involved in the matter 
of a bus stop at the Spencer-Monte Mar traffic 
exchange, a structure to be built as the state 
makes Waldo grade a six-lane freeway. Problem 
is a short stub of road which would ad low the 
buses to pull off onto the service road, stop 
on the city-built section, then proceed onto 
the on-ramp of the traffic exchange without 
taking a complicated route under the highway 
and back again. 
The state division erf highways is prohibited 
from constructing such bus stops. The property 
is in the city of Sausalito and would be one of 
the few stops on the grade convenient for the 
commuter. 
Total cost of the work was estimated by the 
state at $1,400 if done at the time the inter­ 
change is constructed. The state wanted to 
know immediately, because plans and specifi­ 
cations are being prepared for advertising for 
bids. 
The, council by a split vote, decided not 


even to reply to the state’s request 
In connection with the same construction 
job, the state recently asked the city to indicate 
what plans it wanted made for culverts under 
the highway for future water, sewer, telephone 
ami other utilities. Installation of such culverts 
at this time, before ftie fill is laid in place, is a 
simple, inexpensive job. After the fills are 
placed the same work will be 10 times as ex­ 
pensive. Involved is the development of the 
whole west side of the highway, an area in 
which thousands of homes can and probably 
will be constructed. Bickering should not be 
Silo wed to put a blight on the area. 
But the council has taken no action. 
Other indications of the split came in delay 
of a new parking ordinance designed to regulate 
trucks on »he city streets while Waldo work is 
in progress; in a lease for waterfront property 
agreed to despite the inclusion of specified 
rents lasting 35 years, rather than the more 
practical method of opening negotiations at set 
intervals to determine proper rental under 
then-existing conditions. There have been 
numerous other indications of lack of unity in 
the council. 


Sausalitans are of course most directly 
affected by an embattled council. But the rest 
of the county has the right to be protected 
from consequences of acts over wrhich it has 
no control.

VA Reports On 
10 Years Work 
Members of Marin veterans* organizations, 
and others feeling a proper concern for the 
welfare of former service men, should find 
interest in the report of the Veterans* Ad­ 
ministration on the 10th anniversary of its re­ 
habilitation program. 
During the past ten years, 600,000 disabled 
veterans have been enabled by federal law to 
train for useful, productive laws. 
The Vocational Rehabilitation Act (Public 
Law 16), signed March 24, 1943, has made it 
possible for 40 per cent of the 600,000 disabled 
trainees to prepare for professional and top- 
level, managerial jobs. About 36 per cent were 
prepared for industrial jobs such as machinists, 
mechanics, electronics specialists, etc 
The VA also has revealed that, up to Febru­ 
ary 25, it had approved 3,264,180 loans, total­ 
ing $20,349,872,750 to veterans since the GI 
loan program began in 1944. About 11 billion 
dollars of the total represent loans granted by 
private lending institutions for homes, farms 
and businesses, guaranteed or insured bv the 
VA. 
Of the more than three million loans, 2,- 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


997,801 loans, for a total of $19,500,000, were 
for homes; 201,740 loans, for $544,000,000 were 
for GI business enterprises, and 64,649 loans 
totaling $250,000,000 were for farm purposes. 


These figures apply to Korean veterans, 
present and future, as well and do not include 
grants to veterans uder the GI Bill of Rights 
for academic ad professional education, itself 
a tremendous program. 


Veterans of Marin have shared in these bene­ 
fits, provided by federal law and administered 
by the Veterans Administration, and one of 
the most cheering features of the entire pro­ 
gram over the country is the splendid way in 
which veterans have utilized these loans. 


Only in rare exceptions has any veteran any­ 
where proven unworthy of the t r u s t and 
opportunity exemplified by such provision of 
capital for home financing or developing his 
own business. This is all the more gTatifyig 
inasmuch as military service drew in young 
men of all types, all degrees of good character, 
all sorts of backgrouds and competences and 
ambitions. They are grateful for this assistance. 


On the other hand, their fellow citizens are 
grateful that they have proven worthy of this 
aid provided by taxpayers.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — On* 
of the minor drains on the tax­ 
payer which has frown up during 
the past several year§ is the prac­ 
tice of various school district« in 
sending school classes to visit the 
California legislature. 
Senators and assemblymen pri­ 
vately are for the most part com- 
plaining about it. but are reluc­ 
tant to say or do anything that win 
offend their constituents and fu­ 
ture constituents. 
The assembly and senate Jour­ 
nals of March 36 contained eight 
pages solid, of names of school 
children and their teachers, who 
were given the “privileges of the 
floor” by t h e i r representatives. 
This means that approximately 
2,000 youngsters were entertained 
during the day by spending a few 
moments in the galleries of the 
two houses. 


THUS THE COST to the state 
school funds for that one day 
alone amounted to about 12,400, 
considering the ADA allotments 
plus the costs of the district in 
operating the schools, the rent of 
bum to transport the youngsters, 
and the salaries of the teacher* 
who accompanied them. 
Admittedly, this is not a large 
sum compered to the overall total 
of school expenditures. But there 
are 120 legislative days during a 
year, and should such large crowds 
gather every day, the expenditures 
would mount into the realm of 
high ftnipM, 


AS ONE SENATOR put It, and 
obviously be does not wish to be 
named, “if they learned anything 
up here, I'd be glad to see them 
spend twice the money they do. 
But actually, the teachers like it 
because » gives them a day out of

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the class-room, and provides a 
trip at state expense besides." 
Bus trips of Just a few miles 
were uncommon a few years ago, 
when the practice started. Now, 
trips of a hundred miles or more 
are common. The visitors usually 
arrive during the busiest part of . 
the day, and the movement« of 
such large crowd« are bound to 
upset the routine of the two houses, 
necessitating requests > from the 
presiding officers for them to be 
quiet. 


THE COMMENT to the effect 
that the youngsters learn little if 
anything about government dur­ 
ing these Junkets apparently is a 
sound one. Fear their visiting is 
done in the two houses, and vir­ 
tually all of the work mi legisla­ 
tive measures is done in assembly 
and senate committee. 
Except on the bigger issues, and 
so far none have come up on the 
floors this session, bills are worked 
out in committees and floor action 
in the senate at least, is flferely a 
matter of routine. 
Likewise, the age of some of the 
youngsters would preclude sound 
understanding of what’s going on 
anyhow. 


THERE WAS A TIME when a 
visit to the state Capitol from a 
student really meant something. 
That was when there was m m 
competitive class action to selec­ 
tion of the one or two students 
who were to make the trip, pos­ 
sibly in connection with a civics 
class. The visitors 
spent 
some 
time at the Capitol and were ac­ 
tually indoctrinated into some of 
the procedures which take place. 
When they returned to their 
schools, they were able to report 
back to the rest of the class, and 
possibly help the cause of good 
government along. 
This type of operation, however, 
isn’t practiced in the schools of 
today. It’s much easier to load the 
whole class to s bus than St is 
to offer a reward of honor to a 
few students who might show the 
qualities of potential statesmen. 
Privately, most of the legislators 
wish they d return t? the old sys- 


Proposal to repatriate seriously 
sick and wounded prisoners of war 
was made by Gen. Clark cm Feb. 
32. That was a full four weeks be­ 
fore the Korean and Chinese com­ 
manders made their reply. More­ 
over, to their reply they state that 
“as a matter of fact” agreement 
had already been reached on this 
question in “paragraph 53 of the 
Draft Armistice Agreements” when 
the truce negotiations at Panmun- 
Jom were broken off on Oct. • of 
last year. 
After reflecting for four weeks 
they contend that the only rea­ 
son why the sick and wounded 
were not exchanged at once is 
that without the contact of the 
delegates at Panmun jom “there 
was no way to implement this 
agreed provision.” 


THIS IS NOT strictly true to 
that the recognition by both sides 
of the applicability of the Geneva 
Convention (Article 10«) is a dis­ 
tinct advance on the draft armi­ 
stice agreement. The difference is 
this: 
While paragraph 52 of the draft 
calls for the repatriation of the 
seriously sick and wounded, there 
is no reference to the Geneva Con­ 
vention to the draft. The North 
Koreans and the Chinese have not 
re tilled the Geneva Convention. 
Therefore the draft armistice 
agreement mi the sick end wound­ 
ed could only have been carried 
out, as the Communist generals 
ed could only have been carried 
says in their iette:, by further ne­ 
gotiation among t ie military com­ 
manders at Panmunjom. 


BUT NOW THAT the Geneva 
Convention, rather than the draft 
armistice agreement, is recognized 
as governing this matter, the legal 
situation is radically different. 
The fundamental principle and 
intent of Article 109 of the Ge­ 
neva Convention separate 
com­ 
pletely the repatriation of the sick 
and wounded from all the prob­ 
lems of an armistice. The separa­ 
tion is so complete to fact that 
Article 109, and Article 110 which 
goes with it, provide for the sick 
and^ wounded “during hostilities.” 
They are addressed to the con­ 
ditions which prevail during a war 
and not to the conditions which 
would prevail after an armistice 
had terminated hostilities. These 
Geneva Conventions contemplate 
the repatriation of the incurables 
and the internment in neutral 
countries of those who require a 
long convalescence while a war 
Is being fought. 


THEREFORE, once the Geneva 
Convention is recognized, we must 
look not to the negotiators at Pan­ 
munjom, but to the Geneva Con­ 
vention itself to find out how “to 
implement” the convention. 
It is quite clear, I believe, that 
what Article 109 contemplates is 
negotiation of agreements on re­ 
patriation or internment in neu­ 
tral countries through 
what it 
calls “the protecting powers” — 
through the neutral countries who 
are representing the interests of 
the belligerents. 


THIS IS NOT, I believe, hair­ 
splitting. If the situation is not 
radically changed by the recog- 
• nition of the Geneva Convention 


from what it was in October, If 
—to put it the other way around 
—the Geneva Convention had been 
in for« in October, th<m 
the 
American government would have 
been gravely remiss. It would have 
been its right and Its duty to seek 
through the protecting 
powers 
agreements to repatriate or in­ 
tern the aide and the wounded. 
The success or failure of the 
. armistice negotiations 
at * Pan­ 
munjom had nothing whatever to 
do with this right and this duty. 
It had nothing whatever to do 
with the question of the other 
prisoners of 


THAT BEING the case, it is 
only fair to assume that the rea­ 
son the United States government 
did not act on its right under thw* 
Geneva Convention is that it did 
not believe that the other side 
was recognizing the Geneva Con-, 
ventioa. 
There are other reasons why, I 
believe, the distinction is import­ 
ant 
The first is that under the new 
rules there Is no need for pro­ 
longed negotiation at Panmunjom 
about how "to implement” the re­ 
patriation of the sick and wound­ 
ed. Article 11® of the Geneva Con­ 
vention says: 
“If no special agreements are 
concluded between the parties to 
the conflict concerned to deter­ 
mine the cases of disablt ment or 
sickness , . . such cases shall be 
settled in accordance with the 
principles laid down to the model 
agreement concerning direct re­ 
patriation and accommodation to 
neutral countries of wounded and 
sick prisoners of war, and in the 
regulations concerning mixed med­ 
ical commissions annexed to the 
present convention.” 


WE CAN WELL stand on that, 
faking the position that now that 
the question is in the domain of 
international law, the solution of 
problems of applying the law is 
not a matter of debate or trading 
among soldiers to the field, but 
that it belongs to the governments 
end the courts of law. 
This is the line we can best hew 
to on the largo* question of re­ 
suming at Panmunjom to order to 
come, as Gen. Kim n Sung puts 
it, “to the smooth settlement of 
the entire question of prisoners of 
war, thereby achieving an armis­ 
tice to Korea, for which peoples 
throughout the world are long­ 
ing." 


OUR POSITION should be, I 
believe, that we can resum« at 
Panmunjom only if there is agree­ 
ment to advance through other 
channels that there is to be an 
agreement on an armistice. The 
unsettled questions of the armis­ 
tice are not, and as a matter of 
feet have never been, suitable or 
proper subjects of negotiation by 
military commanders. 
The question of the prisoners of 
war is in the realm of law and 
of high policy, and it should have 
been taken away from Panmunjom 
the moment the question was 
raised. This would have prevented 
the disgraceful and degrading ex­ 
hibition at Panmunjom which 
has done so much to confuse, ob­ 
scure, and mangle the issues.

or health insurance) for you, your 
wife or a dependent, are deduct- 
The deduction is limited to ex­ 
penses that exceed 5% of your 
% adjusted gross income. Where you 
and your wife file a Joint return 
you can deduct only the expenses 
in excess of 5% of the adjusted 
gross income of you both. How­ 
ever, if you file a Joint return or 
9 separate return and either you 
or your wife has reached the age 
of 65 by December 31, 1852, the 
medical expenses for you both, but 
not of a dependent, are deductible 
without regard to the 5% limita­ 
tion. The maximum deduction to 
the case of a husband and wife 
who file a joint return or a head 
of a family may not exceed $2,500, 
and in the case of all other in­ 
dividuals, $1,250. 
Even as on the Federal return, 
it is a good ideai to give the State 
all the detail possible when taking 
this deduction. Space Is very lim­ 
ited on the tax return and if you 
have much in the way of deduc­ 
tions you will run out of room. 
In that case it is a good idea to 
make a separate list of the name 
and date of each payment that you 
made, the amount of the payment, 
etc., etc. Attach this list to your 
tax return and mark to schedule J 
the total amount and refer to the 
list attached.

Dollar Deficit

WASHINGTON (AV-Government 
finance specialists said today the 
country appears headed for a deficit 
of nearly 
billion dollars—about a 
half-billion mere than predicted—by 
the end of the fiscal year on June 30.

1—Witn most of the big March 
Udt of tax dollars counted, net rev­

3—With the fiscal year three- 
qiarters gone, expenditures may nm 
about a half-bihkm less than the 
774.593.000.000 Truman forecast. 
This would mean a deficit of about 
$6,400 000.000 rather than the $5- 
396.000.000 forecast by Truman Such 
a deficit would hamper President 
Eisephower's drive to balance the 
budget for fiscal 1964, starting July 
1.

Opposing the bill were several 
cotton growers who contended the 
bill discriminates against their In­ 
dustry. Much of the oil comes from 
cottonseed.

Manager Dom Botcabclla of the San Anselmo Merchants 
semi-pro baseball club said his team will be in action again 
this season if two or three more Hub City merchants will kick 
in with sponsorship fees. 
Roccabelia, veteran skipper of six Marin baseball seasons, 
said he will need at least that many more sponsors before the 
team can begin operation. He expects iittle trouble getting the

Last year, when attendance at 
home games was so poor, Boc- 
cabella decided to hit the road 
and play out of town every other 
Sunaay. A trip to Boonville, or 
Lower Lake, for example, would 
give the Merchants a $35 guar­ 
antee; a trip to St. Helena or 
Cloverdale was worth 15 smack­ 
ers. So, by making thes# trips 
the Merchants managed to lur- 
vive financially throughout the 
season. 
Boccabella said he will book 
his first game at home this 
season and if the public shows 
more interest in the team and 
the Merchants can make ends 
meet, th efll play at home as 
long as the loot holds out. After 
that—St. Helena here we come! 
What is the reason for the lack 
of interest in San ’Anselmo’s 
baseball team? 
“ That’s a good question” the 
DOM BOCCABELLA 
bespectacled manager says, “t 
think a couple of improvements to the field, to make tt look 
like a baseball park , 
would be more attractive to the people. 
Also , 
I 
think there ate just too many other things going on 
nowadays that keep ike people busy.,p 
Also, the manager admitted, “We weren’t world beaters 
list year and I wasn't any world-beating manager,” pointing 
out that some folks are pretty fussy about the calibre of ball 
they’ll go out to watch.

The site of the convention will be at the Kamloops camp on 
Dekkas creek, the mouth of which has been named Kokanee Bav, 
in recognition of the Kokanee salmon the organization has planted 
in the lake to provide food fish for the Kamloops-and incidentally 
some very fine pan fish for the fishermen. 
Incidentally Kamloops trout completely dominated the Open 
Division for Rainbow trout in the 1952 Field and Stream national 
fishing contest. Record Rainbow making the first 10 places in the 
Open division ran from 24 pounds up to 30 pounds 8 ounces. All 
but two were Kamloops trout from Pend Oreille lake in Idaho. 
The two outsiders were Steelhead from Pacific Northwest rivers. 
The results are in the April issue of Field and Stream. 
* Don’t expect to duplicate those weights, in Shasta this year. 
Even Kamloops trout have to have time to grow' up. Kamloops 
were planted in Pend Oreille in the early 1940s and it wasn’t until 
the end of the decade that the world record rainbow of 37 pounds 
was taken them 
Kamloops has another 62,000 trout ready to plant in Shasta 
this year. Part of them will be planted about the time of the con­ 
vention and the rest in August. Another 53,700 small K am loops 
are being held in jhe rearing ponds at the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service Coleman Hatchery on Battle creek and will be planted in 
the lake next year. To keep up the Kokanee program, K am loops, 
Inc, has 1,250,000 Kokanee salmon eggs on order, with 25,000 to 
be delivered this year and the rest to follow'.

Kamloops president, Henry Clineschmidt of Redding, reports 
that 72,000 neelhead, ranging from fingerlings up to 14\/t inches 
were planted in the upper Sacramento tributaries this week.

Discovered 
RICHMOND 0P) — A mixture of 
chemicals rated by its producer as 
being able to reduce housefly popu­ 
lations by 99 to 100 per cent, even 
the DDT-resistant flies, has been 
announced by the California Spray 
Chemical Corporation. 
The new mixture, composed of two 
chemicals which long have been 
used separately as fly-killers. is de­ 
signed for spraying dairy barns, feed 
rooms and livestock.barns. It is not 
for household use, nor for direct use 
on animals. 
, 
Lindane and tetraethyl pyrophos­ 
phate are the main ingredients. 
These and some other chemicals are 
made into a Tconoent ace which is 
mixed with corn syrup ami water. 
The mixture is fatal to flies In 18 
to X) seconds, the experimenters 
Mid. They tried it on 25 generations 
of flies. They reported the last gen­ 
eration was as easily killed by the 
stuff as the first generation.

It is therefore crucial to 
restore the heart beat and action of 
the lungs Quickly before* this five 
minutes has elapsed. 
Because of this time factor, the 
rapid cooperation of the operating 
team is sii-lmportant. As soon as 
the heart stops, artificial respiration 
is started with the anesthesia ma­ 
chine. 
Sometimes the heart beat can be 
started if a needle is inserted into 


while, this artificial heartbeat main­ 
tains the circulation and oxygena­ 
tion of the blood. The heart beat 
may return alter a few minutes, or 
it may take several hours. 
With this new method of treat­ 
ing heart stoppage, doctors believe 
that 75 per cent of the patients can 
be revived. However, the life of the 
patient depends as a rule upon the 
surgeon’s preparation and speed in 
those short five minutes.
